This teaching is given for us in 
many of the practical sections of 
the epistles, as they express to us 


the development of the Christian 
life. However, there is one book in 
the Bible, the book of Proverbs, 
that contains in condensed and 


varied form these values and 
verities. 
Solomon, you remember, was 


given an opportunity to make a 
choice as to what he wanted— 
riches or power; and he asked 
God to give him wisdom. God gave 
it to him, and also He gave him 
both wealth and power; Solomon, 
in turn, has given to the world 
the legacy of these « proverbs. 
There is nothing like them in all 


Benedict Arnold was a traitor and 
to many Americans it is a term 
of great reproach, But Benedict 
Arnold: had _ grievances; he _ be- 
trayed only a human cause. He 
turned from one group of ordinary 
mortals like himself to another 
group. But Judas Iscariot was 
the arch-hypocrite of the centuries 
and betrayed the lovely son of God 
Himself. He sold the Saviour of 
mankind for thirty pieces of silver 
anc then that godless tongue said, 
“Hail, Master,” and those wicked 
lips stained the holy face of Jesus 
with the kiss of a traitor. The 
Saviour Himself said Judas was a 
“devil,” and “the son of perdition”

Part I. Ten Facts About Judas 

In Matthew 10:1-8 we find the 
account of how Jesus called the 
apostles, named them and sent 
them out to preach, and gave 
them supernatural power. 

“And when he had called unto 
him his twelve disciples, he gave 
them power against unclean 
spirits, to -cast them out, and to 
heal all manner of sickness and all 
manner of disease. Now the 
names of the twelve apostles are 
these; The first, Simon, who is 
ealled Peter, and Andrew his 


and Bartholomew; Thomas, and 
Matthew the publican; James the 
son of Alphaeus, and Lebbaeus, 
whose surname was Thaddaeus:

Judas Iscariot, are you guilty of 
the same sin? Some who read 
this message may be on the road 
that leads. by the same devious 
ways to the place where Judas 
Iscariot went. 

Judas Iscariot was not always 
vile. Some mother loved him 
proudly and dreamed of a great 
future for the boy who nursed at 
her breast and then slowly under 
her fond eyes grew to manhood. 
Perhaps his parents dreamed as 
proudly of the future of Judas 
when they saw him follow Jesus

miracle-worker. He was chosen 
eVidently by the other apostles as 


To the very last they 
never suspected him of treachery.

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attention to some of the Bible 
facts about Judas Iscariot. 


1. HE WAS CALLED TO BE 
AN APOSTLE. The honor that 
came only to a few men in the 
history of the world came to Ju- 
das. His was the same privilege 
with Simon Peter, with James and 
John, that trio of great preachers 
who shook the world:of their day 
with the gospel. Matthew, the 
converted publican who wrote the 
gospel called by his name, was a 
companion of Judas, and Judas 
could have been as greatly used 
of God. 


We know certainly that Judas 
publicly claimed to be a Christian, 
that is, to love and trust Jesus 
Christ. The very fact that-he fol- 
lowed Jesus as one of His chosen 
twelve was a profession. of his 
faith. Besides, he most certainly 
had been baptized. After Judas 
had killed himself and after Jesus 
had arisen from the dead, the 
apostles, meeting togethér, con- 
sidered the question of a successor 
to take the place of Judas, and 
they said: 

“Wherefore of these men which 
have companied with us all the 
time that the Lord Jesus went 
in and out among us, Beginning 
from the baptism of John, unto 
that same day that he was taken 
up from us, must one be ordained 
t- be a witness with us of his 
resurrection” (Acts 1:21, 22). 


One who was to take the place 
of an apostle must have com- 
panied with the disciples during 
the entire ministry of Jesus, “be- 
ginning from the baptism of 
John.” Judas, then, like the other 
apostles, must have .been baptized 
when John was baptizing in the 
river Jordan. If Judas went to 
Hell, then he went as a church 
member, went to Hell as a pro- 
fessing Christian. 


2. JUDAS WAS A PREACH- 
ER. Not only was Judas called 
as an apostle, but he actually was 
sent forth to preach as you see 
from Matthew 10:5-8. He prob- 
ably baptized others, for “Jesus 
baptized not, but his disciples” 
(John 4:2). Jesus gave Judas 
power over unclean spirits, power 
to work miracles, commanded him 
to heal and preach, for Judas was 
one of the twelve. And Matthew 
10:5-8 says, “These twelve Jesus 
sent forth, and commanded them 
. Heal the sick, 
cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, 
cast out devils.” Judas was com- 
manded to do these things and, as 
far as we know, he did. Certainly 
there have been some preachers 
who did do such things though un- 
saved, as Matthew 7:22-23 tells 
us. How strange to think that 
Judas Iscariot went about daily 
claiming to be a Christian, even 
acting as a minister of the gospel, 
when he would eventually betray 
Jesus Christ! 


3. JUDAS LIVED IN MOST 
INTIMATE CONTACT WITH 
JESUS. Jesus and the twelve 
seem to have gone almost every- 
where together. In one or two 
cases, Peter, James and John went 
with Jesus and saw His miracles 
when others did not, but we may 
be sure that Judas heard practi- 
cally every sermon that Jesus 
ever preached. He was there when 
Jesus healed the maniac of Ga- 
dara, casting out a legion of devils. 
He saw the woman at the well 
of Sychar in Samaria when she 
was so happily converted that she 
forgot her waterpot and ran to 
tell the people, “Come, see a man, 
which told me all things that ever 
I did: is not this the Christ?” 
And he saw the great revival that 
followed. He saw the storm on 
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the Sea of Galilee stilled by the 
voice of Jesus. He, with the other 
apostles, passed the broken pieces 
of bread and fish to the multitude 
when five little barley loaves and 
two small fishes fed five thousand. 
We suppose he saw the water 
turned to wine. He saw lepers 
cleansed. He saw the dead raised. 


There could have been in his mind, 


it seems, mo reasonable doubt 


about the Saviour being all that 


He claimed to be. 
But even more. precious fkan 


these miracles, Judas knew the 


compassionate heart of Jesus. He 
saw Him in His daily walk.. He 
heard the tender tones: of His 
voice. He knew when Jesus wept 
and prayed, sometimes all night. 
He knew His compassion for sin- 
ners and publicans. He saw Him 
forgive the harlots, receive the 
outcasts, give hope to the hopeless 
and preach the gospel to the poor! 
I say Judas knew the intimate 
heart of Christ by daily contact 
for three and one-half years. He 
dipped into the same bow] at meal 
times and slept, no doubt many 
times, in the same room at night. 
In their times of prayer together, 
surely Judas must have many a 
time lifted his voice with the 
others. How could such a man as 
Judas turn out to be a traitor? 


4. JUDAS WAS, AT FIRST, A 
MAN OF HIGHEST ‘MORAL 
CHARACTER, RESPECTED BY 
ALL. This must have been so. 
Judas passed for a Christian, and 
there is not a hint that any one 
ever suspected that he was other- 
wise. Though Jesus early in His 
ministry said, “Have not I chose 
you twelve, and one of you is a 
devil?” yet no one seemed to sus- 
pect Judas. Down to the last 
night, the disciples honored Him. 
Others were jealous when James 
and John sought the leadership 
and had their mother ask that 
they be given the first places in 
the coming kingdom (Matt. 20:21, 
24) but no such resentment 
against Judas is ever mentioned. 
Peter said, “Though all men shall 
be offended because of thee, yet 
will I never be offended” (Matt. 
26:33). But even then no one 
accused or suspected Judas. When 
Jesus said openly at the table the 
sante night that He was’ betrayed, 
“One of you shall betray me,” 
each disciple there said, “Lord, is 
it 1?” Peter had John, who was 
leaning on the Saviour’s breast, to 
ask Him who it would be. None 
of them thought it would be Judas. 
And when Jesus said to Judas, 
“What thou doest, do quickly,” 
even yet they simply thought that 
Judas was to buy something for 
the passover feast. The moral life 
of Judas deceived all the apostles, 
in fact, it deceived everyone, I sup- 
pose, but Jesus Himself. 


Judas was even made treasurer 
of the band and “had the bag, and 
bare what was put therein” (John 
12:6). The disciples would not 
have chosen it so if they had not 
been convinced that Judas was all 
right. How fearful a truth it is 
that Judas at first was a moral 
man of the very highest type and 
yet fell into such sin and came 
to such an awful end. 


- § YET JUDAS WAS NEVER 
CONVERTED. In John 6:64 Jesus 
said, “But therepare some of you 
that believe not. For Jesus knew 
from the beginning who they were 
that believed not, and who should 
betray him.” Then when other 
disciples left Him, Peter declared, 
that “we believe and are sure 
that thou art the Christ, the Son 
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|was the price foretold 


of the living God.” But in verses 
70 and 71 “Jesus answered them, 
Have not I chosen you twelve, and 
one of you is a devil? He spake 
of Judas Iscariot the son of Si- 
mon: for he it was that should 
bet him, being one of the 
twelve 

Judas never did believe in Jesus 
as His Saviour! Even from the 
beginning Jesus knew that Judas 
had not trusted Him and would 
betray Him. Thus, early in the 
ministry of Jesus, Judas was said 
to be a devil! Here is a sad truth, 
then, that Judas was never con- 
verted. He was a moral man but 
not a born-again man. His name 
might have been with the church 
members, but his name was not on 
the Lamb’s book of life. He was a 
professor but not a possessor of 
everlasting life. Judas was not 
one who was first saved and then 
became lost. No, he never was 
saved. He never trusted Christ 
for salvation, never was cleansed 
in the blood, never was made a 
new creature by the Holy Spirit 
of God. He fooled men but he did 
not fool God! 


6. THE LOVE 
PROBABLY LED 
REJECT CHRIST 
DAMN HIS SOUL. 


The Word of God tells so much 
in so few words. In the twelfth 
chapter of John we see a happy 
scene around a supper table. Laz- 
arus has been raised from the dead 
and they have made a great feast. 
Mary, the sister of Lazarus, her 
heart overflowing with love -and 
thankfulness, was taught by the 
Holy Spirit about the coming 
death of Jesus and so with “a 
pound of ointment of spikenard 
very costly” she had anointed the 
feet of Jesus and wiped His feet 
on her hair. The whole house was 
filled with the odor of that precious 
ointment, and Jesus was touched 
and pleased so much that He 
promised what she had done 
should be told to the whole world 
wherever the gospel is preached 
(Matt. 26:13). But we are told 
that Judas was there, and these 
verses reveal with startling clear- 
ness what is happening to his 
character. 


“Then saith one of his disciples, 
Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, which 
should betray him, Why was not 
this ointment sold for three hun- 
dred pence, and given to the poor? 
This he said, not that he cared 
for the poor; but because he was 
a thief, and had the bag, and bare 
what was put therein.” 


He had hecome a thief! Trusted 
by all the disciples, he has be- 
trayed their trust. The~love of 
money has eaten like a canker 
into his soul and now Judas steals 
for himself what he can from the 
offerings given to support Jesus 
and the twelve and to care for the 
poor! ‘The man who tried mor- 
ality without Christ found his 
morals broken down. There is no 
true morality without Christ, 
without regeneration. The out- 
wardly moral man is not. moral 
inside. Every unregenerate heart 
is rotten with sin and out of such 
hearts “proceed evil thoughts, 
murders, adulteries, fornications, 
thefts, false witness, blasphemies’”’ 
(Matt. 15:19). It was immediately

after this that Judas went to the 


chief priests and offered to betray 
Jesus for money as you see from 
Matthew 26:14-16: 


“Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Iscariot, went unto the chief 
priests, and said unto them, What 
will ye give me, and I will deliver 
him unto you? And they cove- 
nanted with him for thirty pieces 


of silver. And from that time he 
sought opportunity to betray 
him.” 


It seems to have been a clear 
choice between Jesus and money. 
For thirty pieces of silver Judas 
was to betray the Son of God! It 
in the 
Scriptures (Zech. 11:12, 13). It 
was the price of an injured and 
mangled servant (Exo. 21:32). For 
this amount of money, estimated 
to be between seventeen and 
twenty dollars in value, Judas 


‘committed the terrible crime 


which has made his name accursed 
through the centuries. 


7. JUDAS BECAME LITER- 
ALLY POSSESSED OF SATAN. 
In Luke 22:3 we are told, 


“Then entered Satan into Judas 
surnamed Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve.” 


And following this Judas cove- 


nanted with the chief priests to 


betray Jesus! John 13:2 tells us 
that “The devil . . . put into’ the 
heart of Judas Iscariot, Simon’s 
son, to betray him.” He who cast 
out devils was now possessed by 
Satan himself! Judas was like 
the man out of whom the unclean 
spirit went and _ then-— returned 
“and taketh with him seven other 
spirits more wicked than himself, 
and they enter in and dwell there: 
and the last state of that man is 
worse than the first” (Matt. 12: 
45°. This explains as well as any- 
thing else can do, how Judas 
committed this terrible sin of be- 
traying Jesus. 


8. JUDAS DESCENDED TO 
THE LOWEST HYPOCRISY, BE- 
TRAYING JESUS WITH A KISS. 
Can you imagine the breaking 
heart of Jesus when this took 
place? — 

“And while he yet spake, lo, 
Judas, one of the twelve, came, 
and with him a great multitude 
with swords and staves, from the 
chief priests and elders of the 
people. Now he that betrayed him 
gave them a sign, saying, Whom- 
soever I shall kiss, that same is 
he: hold him fast. And forthwith 
he came to Jesus, and said, Hail, 
master;' and kissed him. And 
Jesus said unto him, Friend, 
wherefore art thou come? ‘Then 
came they, and laid hands on 
Jesus, and took him.” (Matt. 26: 
47-50). 


Jesus loved him, called him 
friend, even though He had known 
all these years that Judas would 


betray Him. Judas said to Jesus, 


“Hail, master.” Then the mob 
seized Jesus and bound Him and 
Judas collected his thirty pieces 
of silver! 


9. TERRIBLE REMORSE OF 
CONSCIENCE SEIZED JUDAS 
SO THAT HE BROUGHT BACK 
THE MONEY TO THE PRIESTS 
AND CONFESSED HIS SIN. 


However, these wicked friends 
were no help. They did not pray 
for him to have pardon. They 
could not show him any way of 
peace. He had sold Christ for 
money and now the money burned 
like fire in his soul, and in utter 
despair he committed suicide. In 
the words of the Scripture 


“Then Judas, which had be- 
trayed him, when he saw that he 
was condemned, repented himself 
ahd brought again the thirty 
pieces of silver to the chief priests 
and elders, saying, I have sinned 
in that I have betrayed the inno- 
cent blood. And they said, What 
is that to us? see thou to that. 
And he cast down the pieces of 
silver in the temple, and departed, 
and went and hanged himself.” 
(Matt. 27:3-5). 


After Judas hanged himself, his 
body fell and burst asunder (Acts 
1:18), a horrible reminder to all 
the passers-by of the sad fruits 
of sin. 


10. JUDAS, AFTER ALL HIS 
OPPORTUNITIES, WENT TO 
ETERNAL TORMENT IN HELL! 


The inspired apostles asked God 
to help them select an apostle 
“that he may take part of this 
ministry and apostleship,- from 
which Judas by transgression fell, 


that he might go to his own place” 


(Acts 1:25). Judas fell, not from 
salvation, for he never had it, but 
from the ministry and apostleship, 
that he might go to his own place. 
His own place was Hell, the place 
of every sinner not born again, 
whether he is a church member or 
not, whether he is moral or, not, 
whether he is a preacher or not. 
This is what Jesus meant in John 
17 when in His prayer to the 
Father He said, “Those thou hast 
gavest me -I have kept, and none 
of them is lost, but the son of 
perdition; that the Scripture might 


be fulfilled” (John 17:12). Judas, 
the son of perdition, was lost and 
not saved. Jesus had kept all 
those who really came to Him. 
But Judas never truly came in his 
heart, so he died and went to Hell. 

Judas “repented himself” about 
the money and brought it again to 
the chief priests, but he did not 
repent toward God nor have faith 
in ‘Jesus Christ as Saviour. So 
the poor, hopeless, devil-possessed 
man who had been moral, - who 
had been numbered with the apos- 
tles, who had preached and work- 
ed miracles, who had been trusted 
by all the disciples, died without 
Christ and now must spend eter- 
nity in torment. As Jesus said of 
him, “It had been good for that 
man if he had not been born” 
(Matt. 26:24). 


Part Ii. Lessons for You 
From Judas Iscariot 


Many will read this sermon, we 
believe, who are not saved and 
every soul, saved or lost, needs to 
give earnest heed to the lessons to 
be drawn from the life of Judas 
Iscariot. .He has been on a pin- 
nacle of infamy and his name is 
heaped with the scorn of those 
who despise his sin, but beware, 
reader, lest you be guilty as he 
was, deceived by sin, captured by 
Satan at last to suffer eternal re- 
morse in Hell. Then let us con- 
sider the following lessons which 
God’s Word brings to our mind as 
we consider Judas Iscariot. 


LOST IN THE CHURCH 


Judas was counted a Christian 
but was lost. He was baptized 
and yet was lost. He preached 
the gospel and yet was lost. He 
worked miracles and yet was lost. 
He was trusted by all who knew 
him, save Jesus, and yet was lost! 
It is a terrible thing to go to Hell 
from anywhere, but what remorse 
must be the portion of those who 
go to Hell from a church! More 
people go to Hell than go to Heav- 
en, for “straight is the gate, and 
narrow is the way, which leadeth 
unto life, and few there_be, that 
find it.” Many who expect to go 
to Heaven will be disappointed, 


for Jesus said, “Not every one that 


saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; 


but he that doeth the will of my 


Father which is in heaven” (Matt. 
7:21). 
Heaven are lost and will not go. 
The “five foolish virgins expected 
to go into the marriage and yet 
they had no oil. They had only 


‘the lamps of profession and not 


the oil of salvation.

How did Mr. Brisbane “get 
away” with it? Easy! Thin the 
process out. String it out through 
a million generations so that noth- 
ing really happened in any gener- 
ation—just a millionth part of 
an event. No ordinary person will 
object to progressive nothingness- 
plus. If proof is demanded, ex- 
plain that all the intermediate 
forms have passed out of exis- 
tenee. Blot them out with ink. 
Bombard doubters with cyphers. 
Lay down such a barrage of time 
periods that overawed people will 
yield the point. Some trainers of 
ten-million-years-ago animals put 
them through their stunts and 
then to forestall any investigation 
of the evidences, they destroy in- 
termediates by sinking the conti- 
nent beneath the sea after they 
have moved the newly-enveloped 
animals to a near-by island. If you 
do not take your evolution ready- 
cooked and predigested, you may 
wonder why a snake would wish 
to do what snakes never needed 
to do before and never tried to do 
afterward. You may wonder why 
all the Snakes that tried ‘to de- 
snake themselves, passed out of 
existence. Of course, it is only 
fair to admit that this particular 
snake may have been an evolu- 
tionary snake and if so, it is cus- 
tomary for every kind of animal 
that evolves another kind, to 
pass out of existence so it can’t 
happen again. If any snake be- 
haved that way now, anti- 
miracle theories would collapse. 
Since baby snakes are so abun- 
dantly able to care for themselves, 
one wonders what was the matter 
of this litter of snakelets that 
they needed a liquid diet. Can it 


be that evolution, unable to bridge | 


the impassable gulf from reptile 
to mammal, introduced dyspepsia 
and the distressed mammy snake 
solved the problem? Thus the hu- 
man race and all mammals owe 
existence to a resourceful mammy 
snake that had a litter afflicted 
with rickets and no codliver oil. 
This may explain why some snakes 
grew rattleboxes on their tails 
to amuse the little suckers. All 
this happened about the time that 
other reptiles were getting hot 
blood and growing feathers so we 
could have birds to eat insects and 
keep the world habitable. What 
happy accidents! 


Keep in mind that this was not 
a NOW-snake; it was a THEN- 
snake. You will ruin your reputa- 
tion for sanity if you expect a 
NOW-snake to behave that way. 
No one supposes it could happen 
now. Men who supervise the rep- 
tile-mammal transformation do 
not ask you to believe it could 
happen now. Only a kind of snake 
now extinct could do it. No man 
who claimed to have seen such a 
performance could pass as a tem- 
perance man. 


Of course a theorist can sit in

a hammock and nurse little rep- 
tiles ten million years ago, be- 
cause he can OMIT ALL THE 
DETAILS. Reason gets frolicsome 
and acrobatic when it gets ten 
million years from home. An im- 
possibility loses its. defiant aspect 
when you see it dimly through 
Olams and aeons and oodles of 
ages. It is hard to scare a sinner 
into forsaking his sins if he is 
convinced Hell is thirty years 
away. Heaven in an indefinite fu- 
ture has less pulling power with 
many who have applied for a man- 
sion, than some diluted entertain- 
ment tomorrow. 

Now I admit that a snake could 
nurse its young AFTER IT BE- 
GAN. So could a hen or a hop 
toad; one hundred per cent of: the 
difficulty would be in __ getting 
started. Please understand that I 
refer to the difficulty the snakes 
would have, not the theorists. One 
may sit on a cushion and direct 
such a process ten million years 
ago and have them begin before 
they commence or start before 
they do anything. If you see it 
happen in this age, you must needs 
be far gone in dissipation. 


HOW DID THE SNAKE BEGIN? 


In order to begin, there must 
be milk glands, ducts, and suck- 
handles on the parent, unless Mr. 
Brisbane has them start with bar- 
ley water or catnip tea. The 
snakelets must have SOME EX- 
PERIENCE, else how would they 
understand what their mammy 
meant when she chirped or cluck- 
ed or mooed to them that dinner 
was ready? If the babies had 
some knowledge of the plan before 
the fountain was ready it would 
strain the cordial relations of the 
family. If dinner was ready be- 
fore the little ‘‘ancestors” knew 
where it was and how to get it, 
the distressed mother would Jose 
confidence in evolution. 


If you have not been over edu- 
cated, it must be apparent that 
the SUDDEN appearance of a 
creature that gave milk, would be 
CREATION — not evolution. It 
must be obvious to any who rely 
largely on common sense, that the 
creature that gave nurse would be 
a mammal—not a reptile. Or if 
reptiles found it helped them sur- 
vive to evolve dairy accessories, 
why did they become extinct and 
prove that the ones that did not 
do it, were the only ones that did 
survive? Perhaps Mr. Brisbane 
did not mean to suggest that it 
happened suddenly. He may have 
meant that the “former snake” 
only began to get ready to start 
to commence to prepare to nurse 
its young. If it happened in one 
generation, it must be classified 
as miracle or creation and no 
inner-circle evolutionist eould 
stomach that. We cannot know 
what the writer really meant; it 
is one of the privileges of highly 
paid evolutionists that they do not 
need to understand themselves. It 
is easy to feed a baby snake con- 
trary to instinct, with milk from 
a mother not a mammal, if you 
have a fountain pen, ten million 


years, and a gullible public. IF 
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THE MILK WILL NOT FLOW, 
THE PEN WILL. If the snakelets 
are not suckers, perhaps the read- 
ers are—let uS say, easily con- 
vinced. 


To avoid the semblance of crea- 
tion, evolutionists generally in- 
sist that changing reptiles into 
mammals and birds kept evolution 
busy for a million generations be- 
fore rats, humans, and buzzards 
appeared to justify the patience of 
whatever god, devil, or law was 
doing it. 

The fatal weakness of : the 
theory is in the obvious fact that 
such a change WILL NOT THIN 
OUT. It would be like ducks swim- 
ming up stream over Niagara Falls, 
stopping every foot to hatch a 
brood to continue the journey that 
the parents could not finish and 
after a thousand generations the 
progeny reach the top as musk- 


rats. If your ten-year-old boy does‘ 


not see that there could not be a 
one per cent mammal followed by 
a two per cent mammal and so on 
to one hundred per cent, don’t be 
discouraged, some college profes- 
sors have not seen it yet. What 
would a snake be like that was 
one per cent mammal? What 
would the creature be like that 
lacked: only one genération of be- 
ing a mammal? A deformed snake 
that almost gave milk. to babies 
that almost sucked? 


A hair or a horn might become 
longer in successive generations if 
the severities of nature eliminated 
those of short hair or horn, but 
how could a gradual change, per- 
sisting for a thousand generations 
in one direction, modify organs 
that are not? HOW COULD 
MILK FLOW THE FIRST TIME 
IN THE. WORLD’S HISTORY 
AND NOT HAPPEN IN ONE 
GENERATION? Why didn’t Mr. 
Brisbane write another paragraph 
and tell us why the snake family 
stopped these experiments never 
to start again? By what law or 
logic would snakes persist for a 
thousand generations trying to do 
something they could not and be 
something they were not and then 
quit it when they succeeded? They 
did not need the equipment be- 
fore; they did not need it after- 
ward; they doggedly persisted just 
once for our sakes! Somewhere I 
have read a brave attempt to meet 
this difficulty by guessing that the 
little snakes made sore places on 
the mother and milk glands de- 
veloped. Attacked the mother 
when she slept on her side, no 
doubt! Please do not laugh. It is 
just as sensible as any other 
theory that would coax milk out 
of the scaly hide of a reptile that 
cannot perceptibly sweat. Ask 
some farmer how long a mother 
creature would endure such tor- 
ture and he will tell you that 
a sore will destroy a milk foun- 
tain, NOT DEVELOP IT. He may 
show you a cow that “hits on 
three cylinders only” due to a 
previous sore. 


Evolution is also based on the 
presumption that all the little 
changes that together made up 
a transformation were helpful to 
the creatures that were being 
changed. Imagine how helpful it 


would be to a mother snake to: 


drag on the ground partly de- 
veloped organs that would become 
milk fountains in another hundred 
generations. How is it that the 
alleged process has killed off all 
the creatures that were more than 
snakes and less than mammals? 
Why are all the transitional forms 


extinct? Some evolutionists can 
see that a radical change must 
happen or not happen and could 
not half way happen. To save the 
theory, they suggest that evolu- 
tion was by “MUTATIONS,” which 
is another word for EVOLUTION- 
BY-JERKS. In thus saving their 
theory from foolishness on the one 
hand, they run into folly on the 
other. If they admit that organs 
appeared in one generation, THEN 
OF COURSE, IT WILL HAPPEN 
AGAIN— PERHAPS TOMOR- 
ROW. Since it has not happened 
in the history of man, something 
has stopped the process. If the 
theory needs a starter and stop- 
per, it is more complicated and 
less reasonable than_ creation. 
“Mutation” is really s6 foreign 
to what evolutionists believe, that 
if I had told my Darwinized father 
that I had seen a turtle mutation 
nursing its young there would 
have been a- painful interview in 
the woodshed. How do they know 
that some “former snake” nursed 
its young? Have they found petri- 
fied snake milk among the snake 
bones ? 


Some readers will ask why we 
are concerned with Mr. Brisbane’s 
theory. Who cares? Let such be 
well advised that when they have 
taken a few more lessons they 
will learn that reptiles were our 
“ancestors.” If snakes or other 
reptiles were ancestors of all 
mammals, then that lets us into 
the family and: we have a line of 
reptiles in our ancestral menag- 
erie. 


If someone really knows we are 
the offspring of reptiles, why not 
keep still about it? Why do they 
spend vast sums to advertise it 
and plead that our school system 
will be strangled if children do 
not find it out? Why this persist- 
ent hammering to force it on 
others? The answer is easy. Did 
you ever know an ardent atheist 
who was not a militant evolution- 
ist? For centuries, atheism and 
its kindred isms fought the Bible 
but failed to stop its spread over 
the world. Then they and those 
they loved, discovered that under 
the name of “science” a _ theory 
that utterly discredits the Bible 
could be forced upon little children 
and done with taxpayers’ money. 
Since then, atheism has made 
great strides and the authority of 
the Bible has been challenged by 
increasing millions. If one can con- 
vince himself that he is the pro- 
geny of reptiles and ninety-nine 
per cent of his ancestry was be- 
low the level of a monkey, he can 
flatter himself that he is doing 
much better than could be reason- 
ably expected. Men who love sin, 
are likely to rejoice if the Bible 
can be discredited, seeing it pro- 
nounces their doom.

Him. Beware lest your praise is 
only from the lips! Beware lest 
your service is fraudulent and of- 
fensive to God. The Lord said 
about certain people, “Ye hypo- 
crites, well did Esaias prophesy of 
you, saying, This people draweth 
nigh unto me with their mouth 
and honoureth me with their lips;

THE LOVE OF MONEY: WHAT 
_ A TERRIBLE SIN! 


If Judas drank, that is not told 
in the Bible. If he cursed, it is 
never mentioned. Judas’ had no 
part, we suppose, with the whore- 
monger or Ahe reveler. No, his 
sin was much more respectable in 
the sight of men. He had a mon- 
ey lust, a covetousness, a selfish 
wilfulness that led him to reject 
Christ and damned his soul for 
eternity. This sin, I say, is a re- 
spectable sin. It is practiced by 
the leaders in the church, is con- 
doned from the pulpit. People are 
encouraged “to make all the mon- 
ey you can just so you make it 
honestly,” and provided, of course, 
they give a tenth to the Lord!

It is 
harder, we are told, to get a rich 
man saved than to get a camel 
through the eye of a needle (Matt. 
19:24), and only by a miracle of 
God is it ever done. How striking 
that the besetting sin of Judas, the

sults, 

The love of money is back of 
every saloon that sells its liquid 
poison to make murderers, pau- 
pers and harlots, to break homes, 
to thwart mother’s prayers, to 
take roses from the cheeks of 
wives and take bread from the 
mouths of little ‘children! For 
money people sell the booze that 
fills our asylums and_ hospitals 


and penitentiaries and yea, enlarge 


the population of Hell! For money 
newspapers sell their integrity and 
advertise the vile stuff. For money 
church members. rent their pro- 
perty for saloons and package 
stores. For money women sell 
their bodies and lawyers sell 
their souls! For money men ne- 
glect their wives, neglect. their 
children, their homes. For money 
men stay away from church, for- 


reading and lose their desire to 
Save sinners. Men so pursue mon- 
ey that alas, too often like Judas, 
they lose their souls. Let it be 
burned into your soul that it was 
for money, a paltry thirty pieces 
of silver, only seventeen or eigh- 
teen dollars that Judas betrayed 
the Son of God and heaped upon 
Uhis name eternal shame. What will 
not’ men do for money! 

Jesus told of the rich fool who 
said, 

“Soul, thou hast much goods 
laid up for many years; take thine 
ease, eat, drink, and be merry. But 
God said unto him, Thou fool, this 
night thy soul shall be required of 
thee: then whose shall thosé things 
be, which thou hast provided? So 
is he that layeth up treasure for 
himself, and is not rich toward 
God” (Luke 12: 19-21).. 

Reader, if you are not rich to- 
ward God, how foolish you are 
ever to work for an hour to make 


money, ever to let your thoughts 
even center on the money. What 


and go to Hell? No wonder that 


God said such a man was a fool,

good will money do whén you die | 


Yes, Judas got his money but it 
could not still the gnawings of his 
conscience. It burned his hands 
until he brought it and offered it 
again to the priests. They would 
not have it and said, “What is that 
to us? see thou to that.” So he 
laid it on the temple floor and 
went and hanged himself. Even 
yet the money is accursed. It could 
not be put into the treasury be- 
cause it was the price of blood. 
With it they bought a potter’s 
field to bury strangers in. And from 
that day to this in the English 
language everywhere ‘‘the potter's 
field” is a name for the: spot 
where they bury paupers. What 
a reminder of the curse that fol- 
lows: the’ love’.of' money! Judas 
tasted part of the curse that was 
on those who wished to be rich. 
James 5:2, 3 says, 

“Your riches are corrupted, and 
your garments are moth-eaten. 
Your gold and silver is cankered; 
and the rust of them shall be a 
witness against you, and shall eat 
your flesh as it were fire... .” 

If one reads this today who is 
not converted, I charge you with 
the highest folly; in God’s sight 
you have played the fool. You 
have thought of food and drink 
and have neglected your soul. In 
Christ’s name, I beg you remem- 
ber the question, “What is a man 
profited, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul? or 
what shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul?” (Matt. 16:26). 

Jesus said, “No man can serve 
two masters: for either he will 
hate the one, and love the other; 
or else he will hold to the one, 
and despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon” (Matt. 
6:24). It is mammon or Christ. 
The love of money is at enmity 
with God. Oh, turn to Christ for 
salvation! He loves you enough to 
care for your needs daily. And 
you who are saved, I beg you, 
“Lay not up for yourselves trea- 
sures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal. 
But lay up for yourselves trea- 
sures in heaven, where neither 
moth nor rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves do not. break 
through nor steal” (Matt. 6: 19, 
20). Judas is an eternal reminder 
of the folly of desiring money. Out 
of an honest man it made a thief. 
Out of a moral man it made a 
hypocrite. Out of an apostle it 
made a Christ-betrayer. Out of a 
proud and honored man it made 
a dejected suicide. Out of one who 
walked and talked-and ate in the 
most intimate contact with Jesus 
it made an inmate of Hell! Be- 
ware of the love of money! 


FALSE PROPHETS COME IN 
SHEEP’S CLOTHING 


If Judas Iscariot, the apostle 
of Jesus Christ was an unsaved, 
wicked thief, the son of perdition, 
possessed of the devil, then surely 
we must beware about false proph- 
ets. We have many warnings on 
this subject in the Bible. Jesus 
said, “Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep's 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves” (Matt. 7:15). 
And Paul wrote to the Corinthian 
Christians: 

“For such are false apostles, 
deceitful workers, transforming 
themselves into the apostles of 
Christ. And no marvel; for Satan 


angel of light. Therefore it is no 
great thing if his ministers also 
be transformed as the ministers 
of righteousness; whose end shall 
be according to their works” (II. 
Oor, 11:13-15). 

One is commanded to “try the 
spirits” and one of the gifts of the 
Spirit, greatly to be desired is that 
of “discerning of spirits” (I Cor. 
12:10). If Satan could use an apos- 
tle of Christ, he may mislead and > 
use others in high positions. Un- 
less we beware, false prophéts will 
lead us away from faith in a su- 
pernatural Bible, the atoning blood 
ef Christ and the necessity for a 
new birth. Satan and his demons 
are very real when one studies the - 
eatastrophe in the life of this: 
moral man Judas. 


Part If. The Bitter End 
of Sin 


How well Judas learned that 
“the way of the transgressor is 
hard.” Sin promises much but it 
gives little. The cup of pleasure - 
seems sweet until you come to the 
bitter, gagging dregs that you 
must drink. It is said about spiri- 
tual wisdom, “Her ways are ways 
of pleasantness and all her paths 
are peace” (Prov. 3:17), but con- 
cerning the way of the Christ-re- 
jecting sinner, we are told that 
“There is a way which seemeth 
right unto a man, but the ends 
thereof are the ways of death.” 
(Prov. 14:12). How well. Judas 
learned the sad truth! He was 
entangled by a goal .of morality 
without Christ. He looked for pro- 
fit and doubtless part in an earthly 
kingdom without repentance and 
regeneration. He looked for wealth 
as the treasure *of the King and 
of an empire. But he fell to the 
sin of embezzling the alms of the 
poor and sold the King of the 
Jews, the Prince of Peace, the 
Son of God, for a paltry thirty 
pieces of silver that burned like 
fire in his pockets and in his con- 
science until he threw them ring- 
ing on the stone floor, and went 
and hanged himself! 

Where are the friends of Judas? 
Those smart friends with whom 
he counselled cunningly and en- 
tered into a solemn covenant? Ju- 
das doubtless thought that he 
would be a big man when it was 
all over, standing well with those 
in authority. But he failed to 
count on the remorse of conscience 
and their scoffing laugh as they 
said, “What is that to us, see thou 
to that.” His friends were like the 
friends of the prodigal boy when 
he landed in the hogpen. They had 
helped him spend his money, the 
wine-drinkers and harlots had, but 
when his money was gone, the 
friends were gone. So when Judas 
had served his day, there was no 
one who cared. for his anguished 
heart, no one to pray, no one to 
counsel. him,. not.a friend who 
loved him.

modesty, her reputation and even 
her virtue to have friends, soon 
learns, alas! that those kind of 
friends never do any good when 
you are in distress of soul. 

Suppose you make money: Ju- 
das did. It will trickle between 
your fingers as you go out into 
the horror of black darkness at 
death to meet an angry God you 
have scorned and neglected. When 
your body is eaten with disease 
and when youth has fled, what 
good then is money you got at the 
price of your soul? Judas learned 
that lesson too late. 

The end of sin is always unex- 
pected. Bob Silver, convicted of 
murder and sentenced to the elec- 
tric chair, said to me in the Tar- 
rant County jail one day, “I never 
thought it would come to this! We 
only thought of the money. We 
didn’t intend to kill anybody. We 
thought we had gotten away, but 
when we were caught, I said, ‘It 
is the hand of God. He is against 
us!’ I never expected to be con- 
demned to die as young as I am.” 
The end of sin is unexpected to 
the sinner. It is unexpected be- 
cause he does not believe the 
Bible, unexpected because he will 
not listen to his mother, will not 
see the tears of his wife, will not 
heed the warnings of the preacher, 
will not give heed to the tender 
pleading of the Holy Spirit. ‘The 
soul that sinneth it shall die,” 
says the Bible, and “Whatsoever 
a man soweth, that shall he. also 
reap.” Judas learned it, as you 
will, too, my friend, if you go on 
in sin without Christ. Please hear 
this solemn word, the end of sin 
is bitter, as bitter as gall! You 
are on Judas’ road if you do not 
turn to Christ for mercy and for- 
giveness. Turn your heart from sin 
to accept God’s mercy and be 
saved. 

Neglected opportunities mean a 
hardened heart, offending the 
Spirit of God and finally eternal 
condemnation. 

These years I have been preach- 
ing I have brought the message 
again and again that “Now is the 
day of salvation,” “Today if you 
will hear his voice, harden not 
your heart.” A thousand illustra- 
tions of it have come to mind, 
some in the Scripture and some 
from my own experience. But I 
never knew a more pertinent ex- 
ample of the disastrous results of 
neglected opportunities than the 
case of Judas Iscariot. 


Judas had a finely developed 
moral nature. He must have been 
taught morality, honesty and vir- 
tue in childhood. He was respected 
and honored for his virtues, And 
even after he had committed such 
a horrible sin, selling Jesus for 
money and betraying Him with a 
kiss, still the ghost of that moral 
character returned to.haunt him 
and his conscience lashed him to 
suicide. 3 

With that kind of nature, can 
you imagine how Judas was 
touched when he saw Jesus bless 
the little children and heard Him 
say, “Of such is the kingdom of 
heaven?” He heard Jesus say 
that “Except ye be converted, and 
become as little children, ye shall 
not enter into the kingdom. of 
heaven” (Matt. 18:3). The fiery 
preaching of Jesus when He said, 
“Except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish’ (Luke 13:1-5) 
must have stirred him to the 
depths of his heart. He saw case 
after case of marvelous conver- 
sions. He heard the burning words 
of Jesus as He’ preached in the 
twenty-third chapter of Matthew 
His scathing sermon to self-right- 
‘eous Pharisees like Judas who 
had never been born again. He 
must have trembled when Jesus 
said to them, 


“Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye make 
clean the outside of the cup and 
of the platter, but within they are 
full of extortion and excess. Thou 
blind Pharisee, cleanse first that 
which is within the cup and plat- 
ter, that the outside of them may 
be clean also. Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 


for ye are like unto white sepul- 
chres, which indeed appear beau- 
tiful outward, but are within full 
of dead men’s bones, and of all 


uncleanness. Even so ye also out- | 


wardly appear righteous unto men, 
but within ye are full of hypoc- 
risy and iniquity” (Matt. 23:25- 
28). 

Do you think that he could ig- 
nore the warning when Jesus said 
in verse 33, “Ye serpents, ye gen- 
eration of vipers, how can ye es- 
cape the damnation of hell?” He 
certainly knew the insistence of 
Jesus that “Ye must be born 
again.” In my own mind I feel 
sure that Judas thought, “Some 
day I will be saved. I dare not 
wait too long.” “But he was 
ashamed to confess his hypocrisy. 
Like multitudes of others in the 
churches, he did not want it known 
that all these years he had been 
a hypocrite, claiming to be what 
he was not. Then he felt that he 
could not be saved without in his 
heart giving up his thieving, his 
love for money which had now 
well nigh mastered his soul. Even- 
tually his heart grew harder and 
harder and when Jesus rebuked 
him publicly for objecting when 
Mary anointed the Saviour’s feet 
with ointment, his hard heart 
seemed to turn to stone. The re- 
spect and admiration which he 
must have had for Jesus seemed 
to curdle into hate. He was too 
far gone in sin to take warning. 
His heart was too hard to be 
touched. He shook off what con- 
viction he had. He must have 
ground his teeth in vengeful spite 
as he went to covenant with the 
chief priests to betray the Saviour 
to them for thirty pieces of sil- 
ver. At last Satan had entered 
into Judas Iscariot and in person 
the Prince of Devils, the enemy 
of mankind, rushed him out of his 
reason, away from the call of the 
Holy Spirit, past all the warning 
signals until at last in anguish 
despair Judas hung himself and 
with the last gasp his soul, like 
the rich man’s, awoke in Hell, 
tormented in flame. 

Every sinner who reads this and 
says, “Sometime I will be saved,” 
is walking the road of Judas Is- 
cariot. Pharaoh said, “Tomorrow.” 
It. was typical of the Christ-re- 
jecting heart, and Pharaoh must 
eventually have committed the un- 
pardonable sin that we _ believe 
Judas did. 


Tomorrow your heart will be 
hardened. Tomorrow you will not 
listen to the preaching of the gos- 
pel. Tomorrow you will be so in- 
volved in sin so that you cannot 
break loose. Tomorrow you may 
have so long rejected Christ and 
grieved the Holy Spirit that He 
will leave you forever. Tomorrow 
you may have sinned away your 
day of grace. Tomorrow may be 
too late. Tomorrow may never 
come. God help you, sinner, to 
trust Jesus today. Be saved while 
you can. Today your heart may 
be tender and I earnestly plead 


with you to come while you can. 


If your heart is hard today, it 
will be harder tomorrow. If you 
think you cannot give up your sins 
today, how can you do it tomor- 
row after’ sin has slowly bound 
you with chains that you cannot 
break ? 


Is there any way I can make you 
see the danger of neglecting your 
soul’s salvation? Judas started the 
road you are travelling and you 
see where # took him. And every 
man in Hell, if you could talk with 
them today, would tell you, “Yes 
I intended to be saved but I said, 
‘Iam not ready yet.’” They went 
to Hel, every one of the miflions 
there, because they did not repent 
of their sins and trust Christ while 
they had time and opportunity. 
Isaiah calls: 


“Seek the Lord while he may 
be found, call ye upon him while 
he is near: Let the wicked forsake 
his way, and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts: and. let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, 
for he will abundantly pardon.” 
(Tsaiah 55:6, ¥).

God Commends Private Own- 
ership, Savings, and Inheri- 
tance of Property. 


“Honour the Lord with thy 
substance, and with the first- 
fruits of all thine increase” (Prov. 
3:9). This recognizes private 
property and the responsibility to 
“All thine in- 
crease’ means all profit or gain. 
The_gaining of profit from your 
substance is legitimate. This 
proverb carries the promise that 
if the individual—and it is to the 
individual that the proverb is 
addressed—uses his substance and 
his gain in the way indicated, “so 
Shall thy barns be filled with 
plenty, and thy presses _ shall 
burst out with new wine” (Prov. 
3:10). 


“There is treasure to be desired 
and oi] in the dwelling of the wise; 


Today is God’s time to be saved. 
The proverb says, “The road of 
Bye and Bye leads to the town of 
Never.” 

When Judas dropped to the low- 
est depths of sin, Jesus called him 
friend (Matt. 26:50). However 
hard your heart, however wicked 
your life, however many times you 
have rejected Him, He loves you 
today. He wants you to be saved. 
Today, this minute, if you will 
turn to Him with all your heart, 
He will save you. Will you let 
Him do it just now 

It is the burning desire of my 
heart that by this message sin- 
ners may be turned to God- and 
saved from sin and Hell. So with 
an earnest prayer in my heart, I 


ask you today to trust Jesus now: 


He died for you. He loves you. He 
is ready. The very second that you 
turn your heart to Him in peni- 
tence and trust Him to take you, 
He will.

Free Private Enterprise 


but a foolish man spendeth it up” 
(Prov. 21:20). In other words, a 
man has a responsibility to pro- 
tect and keep what he has for his 
use and dwelling. This is anvuther 
aspect of the profit motive. The 
word “desired” goes to the very 
heart of the whole profit incentive. 
Such treasure is to be desired. It 


is not sinful to desire it. On the 


other hand, the foolish or sinful 
man is the one who spends it. 


“House and riches are the in- 
heritance of fathers: and a pru- 
dent wife is from the Lord” (Prov. 
19:14). There is nothing wrong 
with desiring to help our children 
prosper; the ownership of our 
houses we may pass on in an 
inheritance to our children. The 
one place today where the whole 
onslaught upon the private enter- 
prise or capitalistic system comes 
into focus may be seen in the 
attacks that are made upon the 
general idea of: an inheritance. It 
is wrong, men tell us, for children 
to inherit anything from their 
parents. Instead of leaving their 
possessions to their children, the 
parents should leave their posses- 
sions to the State “for the good of 
all.” But these texts that we have 


just quoted recognize the indi- 
‘Vidual’s right to use his property 


and to give it away. We shall have 
more to say at the end of this 
chapter about this reference to 
the wife. She is important, and 
her prudence is precious. 


There are other proverbs that 
emphasize that profit is secured 
by hard labor and good judgment. 
“Wealth gotten by vanity shall 
be diminished: but he that gather- 
eth by labour shall increase” 
(Prov. 13:11). “He that gathereth 
in summer is a wise son: but he 
that sleepeth in harvest is a son 
that causeth shame” (Prov. 10:5). 
“A man Shall be satisfied with 
good by the fruit of his mouth: 
and the recompence of a man’s 
hands shall -be rendered unto him” 
(Prov. 12:14). A man has the right 
to enjoy the fruits of his own 
labor. In the reference to the son’s 
causing shame, we have opened 
up before us the field of charac- 
ter, the good name of the family. 
Those who condemn the profit 
system, because it gives honor to 
those who gain, forget that the 
Bible teaches that those who are 
slothful, careless, and wasteful 
bring shame and dishonor to the 
family name, They lose their pos- 
sessions. Because the temptation 
to be slothful is ever present in 
the weakness of the human flesh, 
Solomon dwells upon this subject 
at great length in the book of 
Proverbs. ‘“The desire of the sloth- 
ful killeth him; for his hands re- 
fuse to labour” (Prov. 21: 25). 


God Uses the Profit Motive as 
a Proper Incentive to 
. Labor. 


“He also that is slothful in his 
work is brother to him that is a 
great waster” (Prov. 18:9). This 
text approaches, from two angles, 
the matter of property and gain. 
A man who is slothful does not 
gain; a man who wastes what he 
possesses has no more than the 
slothful person. We often put it 
another way in ourdaily conversa- 
tion—“A penny saved is a penny 
earned,” This text places before 
us the idea of thrift, of self- 
reliance. “The slothful man roast- 
eth not that which he took in 
hunting: but the substance of a 
diligent man is precious’ (Prov, 
12:27). The proper attitude toward 
private initiative and the exercise 
of the profit motive produces con-

ber, a little folding of the hands 
to sleep:. so shall thy poverty 
come as one that travelleth, and 
thy want as an armed man” 
(Prov. 6:10, 11). There is no truer 
saying than “God helps those who 
help themselves.” Solomon had no 
patience with the slothful man. He 
declared: ‘““The slothful man saith, 
There is a lion in the way; a lion 
is in the streets. As the door turn- 
eth upon his hinges, so doth the 
slothful upon his bed. The sloth- 
ful hideth his hand in his bosom; 
it grieveth him to bring it again | 
to his mouth” (Prov. 26:13-15). 
In these passages Solomon recog- 
nizes the reality and validity of 
what we call the competitive | 
world of free enterprise. If a man 
is going to go out and compete 
he has to work, and 
in that work there are many 
varied elements that enter into 
success. It is the play and- inter- 
play of these elements upon. the 
individual man that develop char- 
acter and stability. “The way of 
the slothful man is as an hedge 
of thorns” (Prov. 15:19). Slothful- 
ness begets all manner of trouble 
—lies, thefts. 

“The sluggard will not plow by 
reason of the cold; therefore shall 
he beg in harvest, and have 
nothing” (Prov. 20:4). The con- 
clusion of this proverb is one of 
the roots from which the whole 
profit enterprise system springs. 
In the free field of private enter- 
prise, the men who have gotten 
ahead have had to plow even in 
the cold. They have sacrificed; 
they have worked and slaved fer 
the accomplishment of an erm 
which they believed would give 
them profit and also vantage from 
which to serve and live. 


Private Gain and Profit are 
an Incentive from God 
Not to Drink. 


There are sO many angles to 
this problem of getting on in the 
world, the world of freedom; but 
the big angle is that the burden 
rests upon the individual. This is 
where Solomon puts it. The key 
to the whole problem is the indi- 
vidual. “The _ simple believeth 
every word: but the prudent man 
looketh well to his going” (Prov. 
14:15). Here is the man who reads 
the contract caretuny before he 
Signs it. 

“He that loveth ‘gleabirve shall 
be a poor man: he that loveth 
wine and oil shall not be rich” 
(Prov. 21:17). Those who are 
calling for a controlled economy 


jand the redistribution of wealth 


are doing it in an hour when men 
are drinking intoxicating. bever- 
ages as they never have before. .

where men contribute according 
to their ability, but receive dac- 
cording to their need, men’s drink- 
ing and dissipation, stemming 
from their sinful hearts, break 
down: the idealism of giving to 
men according to their needs, and 
become much more powerful fac- 
tors. This alone will destroy the 
system, 

If, in the throes of the greatest 
reverse of the second world war, 
when the Germans broke through 
into what was called the Belgian 
Bulge, and when General Eisen- 
hower pleaded for more equipment 
and ammunition from home, the 
power of drink was so great that 
it actually disrupted the produc- 
tion at home, what will it do in 
a planned economy? The Christ- 
mas and New Year’s “hangover” 
of 1944 kept men out of work for 
days, held ships in the harbor of 
Philadelphia, and actually closed 
many of our war plants. This we 


‘know from firsthand testimony. 


Again I say, if this factor of 
human nature, its weakness for 
drink, obliterated the need of the 
boys who were dying in the front 
lines, how far will it go toward 
demoralizing society when every- 
thing is planned and men are given 
their material possessions accord- 
ing to their need? It is only in a 
free competitive economy that 
men can suffer the harm and 
judgment of their own sins with 
the least impairment and calamity 
to those about them. It is -more 
than significant, however, to ob- 
serve that among those who have 
joined in the clamor for a con- 
trolled society and a planned 
economy are the slothful-and the 
sluggards. They think this will be 
another way by which they can 
get something for nothing. 


Education and Wisdom Are 
Encouraged So Men 
May Gain. 

The element of good judgment 
and wisdom entering into the 
individual decision which men 
must constantly make in order to 
secure their welfare and maintain 
their good name is held before us 
in the wisdom of Solomon. “Pov- 
erty and shame shall be to him 
that refuseth instruction: but he 
that regardeth reproof shall be 
honoured” (Prov. 13:18). “Dis- 
cretion shall preserve thee, under- 
standing shall keep thee” (Prov. 
2:11). “Ponder the path of thy 
feet, and let all thy ways be es- 
tablished” (Prov. 4:26). To get 
gain, to be preserved, to have our 
ways established are all ingredi- 
ents of private enterprise and the 
profit motive. “Counsel in the 
heart of man is like deep water; 
but a man of understanding will 

draw it out” (Prov. 20:5). 


One of the most essential in- 
gredients of this wisdom and dis- 
cretion is fair dealing, just 
weights. The desire for gain, the 
profit motive, is circumscribed by 
truth and honesty. To gain profit 
in other ways is sin, and incurs 
the displeasure of the living God. 
“A false balance is abomination 
to the Lord: but a just weight is 
his delight” (Prov. 11:1). “The in- 
tegrity of the upright shall guide 
them: but the perverseness of 
transgressors shall destroy them” 
(Prov. 11:3). “Lying lips are 
abomination to the Lord: but they 
that deal truly are his delight” 
(Prov. 12:22). “A just weight and 
balance are the Lord’s: all the 
weights of the bag are his work” 
(Prov. 16:11). In other words, He 
is the One who has established 
such things as weights and bal- 
ances in His creation. And men, 
in their relationships with each 
other, must abide by these matters 
written in nature. 

“The getting of treasures by a 
lying tongue is a vanity tossed 
to and fro of them that seek 
death. The robbery of the wicked 
shall destroy them; because they 
refuse to do judgment” (Prov. 
21:6, 7). This~-clearly interjects 


what we might speak of as the 


God-factor into the society of men, 
and this factor operates fully in 
a free economy. God is in the 
providences;*He is in the “acts of 


God” which come in storms and! 
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calamities, In the free competi- 
tive order, men turn to God when 
these factors enter into their wel- 
fare; but in a controlled economy 
which shall attempt to mitigate 
these factors, men shall cease to 
look to God, but will look to the 
State. Instead of cursing and 
damning God, they will curse and 
damn the State. 

Before we move on to the fur- 
ther developments of the book of 
Proverbs, we ought to observe one 
very significant fact. In the con- 


demnation of the slothful, the 


sluggard, and in the emphasis 
upon the unwise judgment and the 
calamities that follow, there is not 
the slightest intimation that the 
profit motive is wrong, per se. 
There is not the slightest intima- 
tion that the free system of econ- 
omy is wrong. It suffers: it is 
abused; individual men are crush- 
ed and suffer from it, but. the 
system itself is not wrong. It is 


not the free enterprise system 
that produces these conditions. 
Rather it is certain individuals in 
it who produce the failure in their 
particular cases. To get rid of 
this failure, the collectivists or the 
socialists suggest that we merge 
the individual into the group, thus 
solving the problem. 
only demoralizes the group and 
makes the individual more irre- 
sponsible. 


Men Should Make Profit, 
Should Own Property, in 
Order to Give to the Needy. 


Benevolence, or stewardship, 
which we discussed in chapter 2, 
now comes to the fore in the book 
of Proverbs. We cannot preserve 
the private enterprise system 
without it. Those who have made 
a success must help others who, 
through their own bad judgment 
or through calamities beyond their 
control, need to be helped. This

kind of relief will stimulate the 
individual to help himself rather 
than to demoralize himself further 
as the collectivistic system. does. 
Benevolences are the governor on 
the private enterprise system. If 
benevolences fail, the system will 
go amuck. 


“Withhold not good from them 
to whom it is due, when it is in 
the power of thine hand to do it. 
Say not unto thy neighbour, Go, 
and come again, and to morrow I 
will give; when thou hast it by 
thee” (Prov. 3:27, 28). Again, “He 
that despiseth his neighbour: sin- 
neth: but he that hath mercy on 
the poor, happy is he” (Pray. 
14:21). “He that oppresseth the 
poor reproacheth his Maker: but 
he that honoureth him hath mercy 
on the poor” (Prov. 14:31). The 
concern of the rich for the poor 
is a responsibility that God has 
given to the rich by virtue of the 
wisdom and knowledge that He 


has given them in the gaining of 
their property. “He that hath a 
bountiful eye shall be blessed; for 
he giveth of his bread to the poor” 
(Prov. 22:9). “He that oppress- 
eth the poor to increase his riches, 
and he that giveth to the rich, 
shall surely come to want” (Prov. 
22:16). This is God’s condemna- 
tion upon the exploiting about 
which we hear so much today and 
which is given as a reason why 
we must abandon the system of 
private enterprise for a collectiv- 
istic order, 


“Rob not the poor, because he is 
poor: neither oppress the afflicted 
in the gate: For the Lord will 
plead their cause, and spoil the 
soul of those that spoiled them” 
(Prov, 22:22, 23). In times of 
great need, in times of calamity, 
it is the business of those who 


have this world’s goods to come 
forth and -help to deliver those 
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who have not. This is benevo- 
lence. 

One of the great fallacies of the 
present hour is that it is the gov- 
ernment’s business to take care 
of the poor. The government gets 
its money by the power of taxa- 
tion. The government thus dries 
up the wells of benevolence be- 
cause a person is not going to give 
to the poor when he pays taxes 
which the government collects for 
that purpose. When the govern- 
ment takes over the responsibility 
of looking after the poor, then the 
government takes over the respon- 
sibility of the regulation of the 
rich, and you are already several 
steps down the road that leads to 
a planned and controlled society. 


The American Red Cross is one 
of the finest examples of what free 
men, independent of their govern- 
ment, can do for the relief of the 
suffering and the needy. An 
agency such as this would have 
been infinitely better, from every 
possible angle, for the relief of 
the poor and unemployed than the 
demoralizing shovel-leaning labors 
of the old W.P.A. and the disas- 
trous favoritism of politicians. 
Public charities should be private- 
ly maintained and privately con- 
trolled! Had the government giv- 
en the contracts to private agen- 
cies, instead of setting up its own 
W.P.A., thousands of dollars could 
have been saved, and thousands 
more in need could have been em-. 
ployed! 

The U.S.O., though we do not 
agree with all of its activities, is 
another example of what free en- 
terprise can do. , 

But the system of free economy, 
the exercise of the profit motive, 
involves a great deal more than 
the free competitive order for 
men. It is in that system and under 
that plan that men are free to 
serve and to fear God. Good and 
honorable in itself, profit is not, 
in itself, am end. It is into this 
realm that Solomon now leads-us. 
“Riches profit now in the day of 
wrath: but righteousness deliver- 
eth from death” (Prov. 11:4), “He 
that trusteth. in his riches shall 
fall: but the righteous shall flour- 
ish as a branch” (Prov. 11:28). In 
other words, in the use and appre- 
ciation of the profit motive, men 
must realize that materialism is 
not the end of gain. “A good name 
is rather to be chosen than great 
riches, and loving favour rather 
than silver and gold” (Prov. 22:1). 
We have the two brought together 
in a very interesting verse: “By 
humility and the fear of the Lord 
ar riches, and honour, and life” 
(Prov. 22:4). 
are set in contrast to poverty and 
shame, 


tant things. “Better is little with 
the fear of the Lord than great 


treasure and trouble therewith. | 


Better is a dinner of herbs where 
love is, than a stalled ox and 
hatred therewith” -(Prov. 15:16, 
17). If, in our place, because of 
our honesty, our profits are small, 
we must remember what God says 
and a true conscience declares: 
“Better is a little with righteous- 
ness than great revenues without 
right” (Prov. 16:8). 

There are other passages in the 
book of Proverbs; the whole book 
is packed with such statements on 
private enterprise, stewardship, 
benevolence. 


referring to the fool. “Let a bear 
robbed of her whelps meet a man, 
rather than a fool in his folly” 


(Prov. 17:12). “A foolish son is 
the calamity of his father” (Prov. 
19:13). “The great God that 


formed all things both rewardeth 
the fool, and rewardeth trans- 
gressors. As a dog returneth to 
his vomit, so a fool returneth to 
his folly” (Prov. 26:10, 11). No- 
where do we better see the force 
of all that the book of Proverbs 
give us than in the conclusion: 
“Every word of God is pure: he is 


a shield unto them that put their] 


trust in him. Add thou not unto 
his words, lest he reprove thee, 
and thou be found a liar. Two 
things have I required of thee; 
deny me them not before I die: 
Remove far from me vanity and

lies: give me neither poverty nor 
riches; feed. me with food conve- 
nient for me: Lest I be full, and 
deny thee, and say, Who is the 
Lord? or lest I be poor, and steal, 
and take the name of my God in 
vain” (Prov. 30:5-9). 


The temptation of the rich is to 


be secure and self-satisfied and to 


turn from God. The rich do not 
need Him. They have made their 
profit. The temptation of the 
poor, on the other hand, is to 
steal, to get gain by unlawful 
means, and then to take the name 
of God in vain, to blame Him for 
their calamity. In the midst of 
this competitive world, the writer 
declares that we want, in the gain- 
ing of profit, to be in such a place 
that we shall not be tempted to 
forsake the Lord, either on the 
right or on the left. If the ele- 
ment of risk is removed from so- 
ciety in the controlled and planned 
economy, men: will not need to 
trust in the Lord or to look to 
Him for wisdom and guidance in 
the handling of their affairs. The 
group takes care of that. 


Everything that has been said 
here about private enterprise, 
initiative, and responsibility ‘is 
brought into a magnificent climax 


in Proverbs, chapter 31, by its ap- 
plication to the virtuous woman. 
We spoke of her previously. After 
she is described in all her beauty 
and power, the last verse of Pro- 
verbs reads: “Give her of the fruit 
of her hands; and let her own 
works praise her in the gates.” 
This is the reward of initiative, 
thrift, judgment, and the fear of 
the Lord. “Favour is deceitful, 
and beauty is vain: but a woman 
that feareth the Lord, she shall 
be praised” (Prov. 31:30). The 
character and riches necessary to 
build a home are the same as 
those necessary to build an estate 
or a life. 

Before we turn from the book of 
Proverbs, there are one or two 
matters that we should mention 
in order to protect ourselves from 
possible attack. That the book of 
Proverbs supports private enter- 
prise cannot be denied, but men 
may say that the book of Proverbs 
does not apply to our complicated 
industrial life today. The philoso- 
phy involved here was applicable, 
of course, in the days of the sheep 
and the oxen, when life was sim- 
ple; but in the multitude of com- 
petitors in our modern industrial 
era Solomon would have been as 
confased as anyone is today and 


would actually have advocated 
social planning! 

In reply, it should be observed 
that the only reason society has 
gotten so. complicated and _ in- 
volved is because it is free. A 
planned society, if such were to 
be in existence, would work much 
‘better with just shepherds than it 
would if it attempted to correlate 
the innumerable contingencies and 
multiplicity of interests in _our 
highly industrialized society. The 
only possible solution that can 
meet the problem of the compli- 
cations is the individual in his 
personal position left free to exer- 
cise his judgment for his own 
profit. 

The more fundamental answer, 
of course, is found in the declara- 
tion that what Solomon has given 
us is an enunciation of eternal 
principles and truth which abide. 

We have studied carefully the 
book of Proverbs, selected those 
proverbs that relate particularly 
to property and enterprise and 
have found various expressions of 
the different—may we say innu- 
merable—angles of the command, 
“Thou shalt not steal.” 

Running through the same book 
of Proverbs are mighty passages 
dealing with the command, ‘Thou 


shalt not commit adultery.” “For 
by means of a whorish woman a 
man is brought to a piece of 
bread: and the adulteress will 
hunt for the precious life. Can a 
man take fire in his bosom, and 
his clothes not be burned?” (Prov. 
6:26, 27). No one would suggest 
for a moment that such proverbs 
do not have validity today. 

Running through the book of 
Proverbs, also, are injunctions 
dealing with the telling of the 
truth. Would anyone suggest that 
these proverbs have no validity? 
Yet, they are expressions in vari- 
ous forms of the great command 
not to bear false witness. 

No, the entire book of Proverbs 
is simply an exposition of the 
moral law. All of the command- 
ments are covered one way or 
another, and their validity is as 
eternal as God Himself. Societies 
based upon them will be free; and 
free men, realizing this, must fight 
for the realities of the profit mo- 
tive, competition, risk, private en- 
terprise.
